To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in town af- 
fatrs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in said 


_ town, on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, next, at ten of 


the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year, and elect two delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for same. 


Articty 3. To see if the town will vote to raise any 
more money for therepairsof highways than thelaw requires. 


ArtTIcLE 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


ArTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, 
such sums of money as may be needed for general purposes, 
in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 6. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of one hundred dollars ($100), or any part 
thereof, for the use of Washington Council, No. 11, Jr. 
O. U. A. M., to be expended in the observance of Memorial 
Day in the year 1918. 
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ARTICLE 7. By request. To see what sum of money 
the town will vote to raise, above the sum required by law, 
for the support of the Salem Free Public Library for the 
year 1918.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


This town has been exceptionally free from contagious 
disease during the past year, but one case of scarlet fever 
having been reported and that case was very light. There 
was, as usual, a number of reports of disease, which, upon 
investigation, have been found to be unwarranted. 

I wish to call attention to the fact that the laws of the 
state require that all cases of measles, whooping cough and 
tuberculosis must be reported to the health officer. When 
no doctor is employed the case must be reported by the 
family or the person in charge. 

There have been two cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
reported during the year and one death from this disease. 

During the summer of 1917 the occupation of Rockingham 
Park as a camp by the Fourteenth Regiment of Engineers, 
caused an increase in the work of the health officer. Many 
samples of water from the camp was taken for examination 
and also from Canobie Lake Park and other parts of the 
town. 

Officers from the State Board of Health came here and 
made an inspection of the camp at Rockingham Park, also 
Canobie Lake Park and the shore of the lake at the source 
of supply for the town water system. ° 

Upon the recommendation of the medical officer at the 
camp at Rockingham a chlorination system was attached to 
the water supply and was in operation until the camp was 
vacated. It may be found necessary to continue the use 
of this system during the coming summer. 

There have been a few complaints of nuisances and un- 
sanitary conditions and these conditions have been cor- 
rected. 

There were 37 deaths from all causes, including one drown- 
ng accident, two suicides and one from unknown causes.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DE- 
PARTMENT, SALEM, FEBRUARY 1, 1918. 


We are glad to be able to report all schools in good con- 
dition, and especially that we have been able to provide 
fuel to keep all schools open. In the interest of fuel con- 
servation we extended the Christmas vacation. 

During the year we were sorry to receive the resignation 
of Mr. Winslow, but fortunate in securing as his successor 
Mr. James A. MacDougall, a man of wide experience in 
supegvision. 

Owing to the economic conditions of the times we are 
asking for a large increase in appropriations to meet a re- 


_ quest from the teachers for increased salaries, and cost of 


fuel, ete. 

The attention of the district is called to the law enacted 
by the last general court by which the end of the fiscal year 
of all districts in the state is changed from February 15 to 
August 31. This change becomes operative this year, so 
that no complete financial statement ean be made for this 
year until the annual meeting in 1919. 

The statement on page 91 shows the expenditures in each 
department. 

One of the chief effects of the law lies in the fact that it 
makes it necessary for the district at this meeting to pro- 
vide funds to complete the year to August 31, 1918. The 
following table will give a fair idea of the amounts needed 
to provide for the change to the new plan, and to provide 
funds for the school year ending August 31, 1919. 

For the fiscal year ending August 31, 1919, we recom- 
mend the following amounts to be voted on:

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To the School Board and Citizens of Salem: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as superinten- 
dent of schools, the fourteenth in the series of superinten- 
dents reports. 

As it was the middle of October when I assumed the 
duties of the office the general plans for the year had been 

made and the work well going. My report apart from 
the statistical tables can apply only to the few months that 
I have been here and must of necessity be of a general 
nature. 

First, permit me to compliment you and Mr. Winslow 
upon the excellent general conditions that prevailed through- 
out the district. With very few exceptions I found the 
teachers competent and conscientiously working for the 
best interests of the schools. In many instances I found 
these teachers showing a whole-hearted zeal in their work 
that? I have rarely seen surpassed. The influence of such 
teachers reacts in a wholesome way, not only on their own 
classes but also on other teachers with whom they come into 
contact. 

Of course there were some whose professional aims have 
as yet risen very little above the perfunctory performance 
of requirements. Like the great mass of people in general 
their failure to rise to higher ideals is due not so much to 
lack of good intentions as to lack of vision. However, 
practically all were doing good work; some were doing ex- 
cellent work. | 

In fitting boys and girls for life two fundamental prin- 
. ciples must be observed: The first is to teach them how 
to live, the second, to train them in some practical line to 
fit them to earn a living. In general it is with the first of 
these only that the elementary schools are concerned. The 
; training for a trade or a profession belongs of necessity to 
the adolescent, or post-adolescent period in the child’s 
| development—to the period of secondary school education; 
and as the district has not established a high school this 
work of fitting boys and girls to earn a living is one regard- 
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ing which the school department has no responsibility laid 
upon it. 

In so far as the elementary schools are concerned in 
fitting a child for life it is their duty to give him: 

1. A good working knowledge of the fundamentals of 
reading, arithmetic, history, geography, ete., and with 
these such a taste for good reading as will make him a 
reader of good books whether or not he goes further with 
his education. 


2. Habits of industry, of honesty of thought and of 


obedience to constituted authority. These habits should 
be established, not so much by dogma as by the exacting 
of industry, respect and honesty in every school exercise. 

3. Such a taste for the pure and the true in reading, in 
thought and in living that, when maturity is reached, active 
life in the world may be taken up without handicaps. 

4. The foundations for a store of resources whichemay 
be drawn upon as life demands. That person who has 
not learned to provide himself with resources for his own 


mental and spiritual enjoyment but is dependent upon out-. 


side sources has failed to make provision for the many 
hours in life that he must spend with only himself for com- 
pany. 

In furnishing young people with this equipment for life 
the home must co-operate with the school. In fact, apart 
from the purely book work, much of this can be much better 
done by the home than by the school. 

Teachers and parents should get together and understand 
each other. Their viewpoints will be widely different, but 
both right. To-the parent the child is ‘different from 
other children’’ and is to be treated with more attention and 
sympathy than other children. .To the teacher he is one 
of a class of forty and as such is to be treated without favor 
or partiality. Each is correct in his respective attitude if 
the child is to get the opportunity for an all round deyel- 
opment. 


The child has a right to feel that he can with confidence 


go to the parent for sympathy in his mistakes—even in his 


‘, 
a 
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childish wrong-doing. He has a right to feel that there is 
one place in the world where he can go when life looks dark 
and the world seems all against him. On the other hand, 
in the school he must be made to feel that he is a member of 
a community, and that when he has violated the reasonable 
regulations of that community, or has done that which 
brings discredit upon it, the manly thing to do is to stand 
and face the consequences, and in so far as is possible, make 
things right. 

To the parent belongs the duty of fostering the finer, the 
sentimental side of the child; to the teacher, the duty of 
training him to stand and face life without flinching. Both 
sides of his character must be developed. 

It is wise therefore for parents and teachers to get to- 
- gether, each accepting and respecting the work of the other, 
and co-operate. 7 

Along these general lines the conduct of the boys and 
girls gives evidence of careful, strong work in both the 
schools and the homes. Exceptions are rare and stand out 
in marked contrast to the large majority. 

In so far as I have got into the work of the schools I have 
found it good, forceful, accurate. Pupils are active and 
interested and are showing good mental development. 

The work in practical arts is on a good basis. The boys 
are showing interest, in many cases enthusiasm for manual 
training work. Skill in hand work is carrying with it in- 
tellectual development. 

The work in sewing and cooking for the girls is equally 
' good and efficient and eventually will give large return in 
better and more economical home-makers. Too much 
cannot be said in commendation of these lines of work. 

Our singing teacher, Miss Williams, by her tact and 
enthusiasm is making a good start in her work. Singing 
when properly taught has quite as much educational value 
as any other school subject. All graduates of the elemen- 
tary schools should be able to read readily any common 
music. I call attention to Miss Williams’ report. 
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Mr. Winslow has repeatedly, in his annual reports, called 
attention to the desirability of Salem having her own high 
school, and these sentiments have my full endorsement. 
But, on account of war conditions and war prices this is 
not an auspicious year to talk of expanding along this or 
other lines. 

It is imperative that we all do everything in our power to 
keep our young people in school, that they may be fitted for 
the work that the nation will call them to do. Never before 
has there been such a drain upon the colleges and upon the 
young professional men of the country as has been made 
by the raising and equipping of our vast new army. And 
we must face the fact that the end is not in sight. Doctors, 
lawyers, civil engineers, teachers, scientists, have gone into 
this business of war at the nation’s call. Many, very many 
of them will not return. As rapidly as possible the boys 
of today must be fitted to take up the work which they at 
such a sacrifice laid aside. Our civilization, our very life 
and standing as a nation demand it. 

Therefore, notwithstanding the temptations of high 
wages and the demands of industrial conditions we must 
keep the youth at their studies that they may be fitted for 
the increased demands that the nation will make upon them. 

The work of the boys’ and girls’ clubs last year was a 
splendid success in this community, but indieations point 
to even better work next year. The boys and girls are al- 
ready making their plans for gardens, for canning or for 
keeping a pig. In one school when I asked how many 
were planning on a garden four out of every five hands came ~ 
up with enthusiasm. They had thought it out and were 
getting their plans into shape. Six out of this same school 
said that they intended keeping pigs. 

I desire to express my appreciation of the splendid co- 
operation given me in my work by teachers, committee and 
citizens. |

Among the projects are five Morris chairs, six small tables 
and tabourets, book-racks, two book-cases, gloye boxes, 
desk sets, box stands, toy yachts, and bread boards. 

The prizes so generously offered by Mr. Charles H. Bor- 
chers last year proved a genuine stimulus. 

The number in the classes has increased and the attend- 
ance has been good.

THE DOMESTIC ARTS DEPARTMENT. 


The chief aims of the cooking class this year have been 
the preparing of practical and nourishing dishes, the study 
of foods and their actual food value, and the study of how to 
substitute and economize as we are called upon to do at the 
present time. 

The fall term began by the canning of tomatoes and chili 
sauce and fruits then in season. Jelly making and the 
making of marmalade was next taken up. 

The next group of foods came under batters and the 
following were made: cottage pudding and vanilla sauce, 
twin mountain muffins, butterless cake, rye muffins and 
gems, gingerbread, oatmeal cookies, spice cake and suet 
pudding. In practically all of these things sugar was 
omitted and molasses substituted. 

Beginning with the winter term the lessons consisted of 
the preparing of potato soup, welsh rarebit, French raised 
rolls and quick biscuit. The United States Food Bulletins 
have furnished several of our recipes as well as many prac- 
tical and helpful hints. In spite of the change in the regu- 
lar program the children have been interested in doing their 
bit by learning how to economize. 

A keen interest has been shown in the sewing-class as well. 
Many knitted articles, such as washcloths, stockings, 
sweaters, scarfs, and caps have been finished. A cooking 
apron was made by each girl. Filet crochet was taken up 
with interest and yokes for underclothes have been made, 
original designs being used in several cases. The use of 
the sewing machine has not lacked in attracting the chil- 
dren and some of the projects have been nightgowns, cor- 
set-covers, petticoats and combination-suits.

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REPORT OF DOMESTIC ARTS AND 
MANUAL TRAINING, NUMBER 4 
SCHOOL, NORTH SALEM. 


At the beginning of the year canning was taken up by 
the girls in the domestic science class. The cold pack 
method was used with very good results. Beets, apples, 
and tomatoes were canned. 

Cereals, such as cream of rye and oatmeal, were pre- 
pared next. 

The next principle was that of bread making. Corn 
muffins, rye muffins, and baking powder biscuit were made. 

Some of the tomatoes canned in the fall were cooked with 
macaroni, as well as used in making tomato soup. Fish 
chowder, baked salmon, and potatoes, cooked in various 
ways, were prepared. 

Gingerbread, one egg cake, and apple sauce cake afforded 
some experience in cake making. 

The following desserts were prepared:—tapioca cream, 
apple tapioca, apple and prune pie. In making the paste 
for the pie it was found that good results could be obtained 
by using equal parts of wheat flour and corn meal. 

Much interest is shown by the girls in the preparation of 
foods as well as in sewing, knitting, crocheting, and em- 
broidery. 

This year the class in manual training is small as there 
are only four boys init. Book stalls, tabourets, a knife and 
fork box, salt boxes, etc., are finished or in the process of 
making. 

A keen interest in the work is manifested by the presence 
of the boys of No. 10 School, during the most severe weather.

To Superintendent MacDougall and School Board of Salem: 


I hereby submit my first report of the work accomplished 
in music in the Salem schools during the past year. 

While it took some time to become familiar with condi- 
tions here, the work is now running smoothly and well. 

I am endeavoring to plan work so that each child will 
have a general knowledge of musical technic, by working 
through scales and simple exercises in the lower grades, and 
gradually taking two- and three-part music in the middle 
and upper grades. 

A new departure from the work of previous years has 
been the introduction of compound time, the minor mode 
and dictation. Two-part singing in Nos. 3 and 5 schools 
and three-part singing in Nos. 8 and 9 was begun last 
term and is being successfully carried on by the panes 
efforts of the teachers. 

In an address on Music for Educational Mak Dr. A. 
E. Winship has said: 

‘“‘Music is as real in its service to humanity as the multi- 
plication table. 

‘When you need music, you need it more than you need 
the list of irregular verbs. 

‘““Music, when rightly taught and practised, gets into the 
life of boys and girls and stays there into manhood and 
womanhood as does nothing else in the school. 

“Tt is not vocational, like typewriting for girls and agri- 
culture for boys, but nothing makes for culture more than 
music woven into one’s being, whether in rendition or merely 
in appreciation of the Victrola.” 

In closing, let me say there has been a great improvement 


in music in all the schools during the past year through 


the helpful co-operation of the Salem teachers. 
I wish to express my appreciation to the superintendent, 
school board and teachers for their assistance during the 
past year.
